Conſecrated Images,Popes Indulgences, Candles, 
Merits, Auricular Confeſſion , the Supremacy 
of the Pope, falſe Miracles, Purgarory , Praying 
for the Dead , Prayers to Sainrs , [Extream 
Union , and many other Fopperies of the Po 

i Communion : This Perſecution of Waldeand 
his Followers ( who were encreaſed to a very 
great number) began in France 1n rhe Year 1060. 
Waldo being compell'd ro fly inco re Mountains 
of France, among the Savage Inhabirants,, t9 
whom he raughr his Doctrine, . others fled into 
Picardy, from whence they were called. Picaras, 
ſeveral into Flanders and Al/atia;, - and: thereby 
( for rhe ſafery of rheir Lives) they ſpread. their

theſe Martyrs, there were ſuch multitudes who 
entertained rj2eir Doctrines, that in a few Years 
after in the County of Paſſau and in Bohemia, 
there were abovexfourſcore thouſand perſons thar 
made profeſſion of tve ſame Faith. Some of them 
likewiſe fled into Engsmnd for ſhelter , but were 
more barbarouflv and cruelly put to death at Ox-

ſay he forerold many rbings by Divine Revelarti- 
on, Which came to paſs ina ſhorr time. In the 
year 1213 near Muret, upon the Gavon, there was 
a Batrel berween Simon Montford, and the King 
of Arragon, who aſſiſted the A/bingenſes, in which 
Fight the King of Arragon was ſlain, and the E- 
neiny reported , above two. Millions of Albin- 
genſes with him , which 'the A/bingenſes attribu- 
red to the roo great cenfidence of the King , who 
depended much upon bis numbers, and was feaſt- 
ing while his Enemies were in Council. 

Fryer Conrad of Marpurg , the Popes Inquiſt- 
tor made terrible havock of all thar, profeſſe.4 the 
Goſpel,” under the names. af Hereticks, whom he 
rryed, by making them pals over red. hot, Irons 
laid at an unequal. difzggee blindfold, and thoſe 
that were burnt were accounted Hereticks, few 
eſcaping the hor Irons ; fo. that neither Noble, 
nor jgnoble , Clerks. Monks, Nuns, Burgeſles, 
* Cirrzens, nor Country people,eſcaped the Flames. 


By m2ans of this lſoody Inquiſi:or, Prince Len, 
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of France took the Town of Miramond , and 
therein deſtroyed five thouſand men, women and 
children of the Albingenſes: And in the year 1234+ 
many of rhem being fled into France, the Pope 
cauſed a Cruſado to be preached up againft them , 
whereby a great Army of Pilgrims aſſembled ro- 
gether, and were ſent againſt them by Pope Gre- 
gory, Who flew the poor Proteſtants, wirh their 
Biſhops and Miniſters. burnt their houſes.deſtroy- 
ed their Towns, and plundered and carried away 
their Goods : And abour the ſame 1ime, ſome 
who had retired into Germany, M:1lazn, and other 
parts of Italy, were likewiſe burnt and deſtroyed: 
A while after , four hundred and twenty of theſe 
Alvingenſes were burnt at Tholouſe. 

A great Perſecution was raiſed againſt the Pro- 
teſtants of Alls in rhe year 12$1. forhatrhey 
werealmoſt all extirpared, and rooted our, and 
forced ro fly to all parts tor ſafery of their lives ; 
and at the {ame time, by the Popes Order, the 
Bones of ſcyeral famous Miniſters among them 
were digged up and burnt, twenty or thirty years 
after they were buried. In the year 1315. the 
Fryers Inquificors raiſed an hotPerſecution againſt . 
theſe Goſpelicrs in Paſhiw, and burnt many of 
them, whodied chearfully and conſtantly inthe 
Faith ; and one of them, who was burnt at/ien- 
ha, confeſſed, that there, were fourſcore thou fa» ' 
of them in Bohemia and Auſtria ar thar-rime.

*w1ſe fifty of the Nobility were condemned, ſome 
rodeath , ſome ro baniſhmenr , and others to 
perpetual impriſonmen: ; twenty ſeven thouſand 
were executed, Who all died with gtear con- 
ſtancy of mind, and fervency of fpirir, ſealing 
the Proteſtant Cauſe with their blood, the heads 
and right hands of ſome of them were hung upon 
the Tower of the Bridge, but when rhe Val 
ant Guſtavus Adolphus ,* King of Sweden, came in- 
to Germany, their heads and hands were by his 
Order taken down and ſolemnly buried. 
Nor long after there was an Edict publiſhed 
10 Bohemia for the baniſhing of all Proteſtants in 
general, and thar their Children ſhould he raken 
trom-them, that rhey might be broughr up in the 
Popiſh Religion. Another EdiCt was publiſhed, 
that all Prozeſtane Women who had married Po- 
2iſb Husbands, ſhould be baniſhed and removed 
away from them,unleſs rhey would rurn Papiſts 
and” likewiſe that no Paprfis ſhould have any 
"Commerce with Proteſtants 
And upon this there followed a cruel Perfecu- 
rion, ſo that there was ſcarce a City, Town, or 
Village in the whole Country, bur the poor Pro- 
reſtanrs ſuffered very great torments and barba- 
rities. In one City they ſlew the Mayor, toges 
ther with ſixteen hundred men, women, and chil- 
dren, and ſuffered their bodies ro lye unburied ſe- 
veral days in the dirt and mire, *and the remain- 


ders of che Citizens they caſt into Priſons, where 


thev lay ina miſerable condition : Bibles, and all 
manner of Religious Books were prohibired, and 
likewiſe Marriages, Burial, and Baptiſm , were 
denied. roall that would nor turn Papsſts. 
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SameProrzſtants werethruſt into Dungeons and? 
Vaulrs full of Snakes, Toads. and other filthy Ver- 
min ; others were pur into places fall of Iron 
Sikes,fo thar they could neither fit nor ſtand; 0- 
thers were laid upon narrow Beans over deep 
waters, thar if they did but ftir theig bodies, they 
were indanger to be drowned. They pur Gags 
into the mouths of ſome . and then thruſt their 
Ht or Wafer Cake down rhetr Throats ©; /orhers 
were beatcn on the Calves of their Legs, ſorhar 
they could nor ſtand or go. but were forced to fall 
down ontheir knees. that they might adore their 
Hf. And thus briefly of the mnicirnde of cruel- 
ties commirred by the Papiſts on' the Proteſtants.

Pope likewiſe further engaging to raiſe twelve 
thouſand Foot, and fix hnndred Horſe,at his own 
charge, for carrying on the work : and thus he be 
2an wirh-che Sword, that he might end witk: the. 
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— The Duke of Saxony, and the Lantgrave of Hi 
ſen, ftand up for the Prozeſtanes,and are taken Pr 
ſoners, in the year 1547. And where-ever tt 
Papiſts got the better, all ſorrs of cruelties, mur 
ders, racks, tortures, fire and faggor followed up 
on the Proteſtants, ſo thar all Germany was as 
were in a flame and combuſtion ar once, all pla 
ces being ina lamentable condition, ſome flying, 

. and others ſuffering death on eyery ſide for thei 
. Conſcience and Religion. 

Ara Town called Meldorp, they took a godly

Thus theſe Matlacres and bloody murders defiled the 
whole Land, and Germany groaned under the oppreſſan 
till the peace of Munſter and Ofnaburg in the YEar 1648, 
which put aſtcp to this cruel Perſecution , the Papiſi 
being- compelled thereto, by Gods bringing in the King 
of Sweden, who over-ran Germany ina ſhort time , ay 
thereby revived the Proteſtant Cauſe, which was almoſt 
oyer- born and deſtroyed by fo many thouſand violence 

and miſeries, as it had lain vnder for many years. 

Theſe bloody Tyrants vented their rage and fury no! 
only in Germany, but alſo in Hwngary, and other Cour 
* tries, for they committed the ſame Villanies in al] places 
'where they had power, the Miniſters were generally ba- 
niſhed, and-put to death, and the ſame Pifture of their 
cruelties which has been repreſented ro you in Germany, 
was acted over again in thisKingdom , which we havei 
not room to inſert,only a new ſort of death was invented 
there ; they ticd Hens,Geeſe, Ducks and Harcs to the naked 
body of a worthy Minifter in that Country,and then ſet 
the Dogs upon him,who tore & rent his flcſh till h: died, 
You have beheld many {ad and doletul SpcCtacles(and 
Reader, if thou art 2 Chriſtian , thy heart mult almoſt 
bleed at the relation of them) we will therefore Epito- 
mize the bloody cruelties of the Papiſts in P O LAND. 
All the ſame things, or worſe if it be poſſible, which 
we have related to be done in other places, were'like- 
wiſe actcd'in Poland ; many thouſand Proteſtants, and 
good Chiiſtians,bave been deſtroyed in that Kingdom , 
and eſpecially at. Karmin, Dumbuick, Shochy, Carienum , 
anc, Leſna, all which Cities and Towns vyere deſtroyed
